Allowable Subject Matter 



Claims 1-5, 8-14 and 1928 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As per claims 1-5, 8-14 and 19-28: the claims are directed to locating a 
transmitting object in an area of interest. The prior art of record does not teach or fairly 
suggest calculating a time difference of arrival at, at least three receivers, based on 
signals received from a plurality of transmitting objects and a plurality of beacon 
transmitters, so as to determine the location of at least one transmitting object, as 
recited in claims 1 ; or calculating a time difference of arrival at, at least three base 
stations, based on signals received from a plurality of transmitting objects, wherein each 
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signal includes a TR/DH UWM RF signal, as recited in claim 14 or wherein the wireless 
signals comprise pair of pulses separated by a time interval, as recited in claim 23 or 
wherein each base station includes a detector comprising a pulse-pair correlator, as 
recited in claim 24.
